DEAR SIR 
| Judging from news items and editorials 
appearing in recent issues of your paper tt 
would appear that the Townsman feels that 
the Board of Selectmen is proceeding in a 
manner not in conformity with the law, 
governing the payment of salaries of Town 
Officers, in effect since our annual Town 
Meeting, March 12, 1934 
The Board assumes that the Townsman 
may be actuated by motives of friendship 
as well as by concern for the legality of the 
matter in question. We, therefore, wish to 
advise that the Board's action is based on a 
legal opinion rendered by Town Counsel, 
Daniel J. Murphy, and on a personal letter 
to a member of the Board, from Edward H 
Fenton, (now deceased) Acting Director of 
Accounts, State House, Boston, Massachu 
etts, dated March 23, 1934 
These letters establish in the minds of the 
members of the Board the assurance that its 
action is both sensible and legal 
It may be interesting and reassuring to 
know that the only exception to our course 
of action, so far as the Board is aware, has 
been taken by the Editor of the Andover 
Townsman

Rise of Nile Important 
Event of Egyptian Year 


From earliest times the Mgyptians 
recognized that thelr health, wealth 
and happiness were dependent en- 


tirely on the bounteous Nile, says a 
writer in the New York Times. The 
ancients regarded the god of the Nile 


as the “Pather ef the Gods.” Even 
today festivals In celebration of the 
river's rise are among the most im- 


portant events of the Weyptian year, 

In the days of the Pharaohs it was 
believed that unless certain preseribed 
ceremonies were performed with due 
reverence at the proper tine and place, 
the Nile would refuse to rise. The 
celebrations were participated in) by 
all classes, with great pomp and cere- 
mony, They began when the river 
commenced to rise, and the rejoleings 


were proportionate to the height of 
the rise. 

The actual rise of the river at 
Cairo begins about the time of the 


Summer solstice, and formerly, about 
a fortnight after “Lelet el Nukta,” a 
crier In each district of the city would 
begin to make his rounds daily, an- 


nouncing in a quaint chant the 
Amount of increase of the water as 
registered on the Nilometer on the 


sland of Rodah, When the river had 


risen to about twenty or twenty-one | 


feet, he proclaimed the “Wefa en Nil" 
— ‘completion or abundance of the 
Nile.” The erler continued his rounds 
with his former chant until! about the 
end of August, when the river attained 
{ts greatest helght. He then conclud- 
ed his annual task with another 
chant, and presented to each house In 
his district limes or other fruit and 
dry lumps of Nile mud,
